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Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicants arguments filed on 4/5/2007 have been fully considered. At page 9 
applicants presents claim 1 without the amendments to claim 1 in the 10/04/2006 
amendment. At pages 10-12 applicant cites a passage from Gorman and questions the 
motivation to combine five references and alleges at page 1 1 in the last two paragraphs 
that single motivation for combining the five references was given by the Examiner. 
However, the Final rejection provided individual motivation to combine the five 
references. The Final rejection at page 5 last two lines and page 6 first two lines 
provides motivation to combine Lentz and Young, at page 6 lines 7-13 provides 
motivation to combine Tanaka into the combination of Lentz and Young, at page 6 line 
20 to page 7 line 1 1 provides motivation to combine Saunders into the combination of 
Lentz and Young and Tanaka, and at page 7 last line to page 8 line 6 provides 
motivation to combine Chimoto into the combination of Lentz and Young and Tanaka 
and Saunders. Therefore, applicants arguments concerning motivation is not 
persuasive. Applicants arguments MA at pages 12-14 are not persuasive because the 
Final rejection at page 4 equates the texture packets to texture memory addresses and 
because applicants claim 1 does not give the texture packet a function different that the 
texture memory addresses of Lentz. Applicants argument MB at page i4 are not 
persuasive because the Final rejection at page 6 referred to col 2 line 55-62, col 8 line 
26-34 of Tanaka which at column 2 lines 61-62 and column 8 lines 32-34 clearly 
teaches the packet has two dimensional coordinate representing a storage location of a 
texture data. Applicants argument IIC at pages 14-15 are not persuasive because the 
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Final rejection at page 5 second paragraph uses Young to teach using a plurality of 
processors in Lentz rather than the argued texture packets. As discussed above Lentz 
and Tanaka teach texture packets. Applicants argument IID at pages 15-17 are not 
persuasive because the Final rejection in the paragraph spanning pages 6 and 7 
discussed Saunders as having a parameter that defines the dimension of the texture 
map and because the claim does not claim a use for this parameter. Saunders uses 
this information because of the gITexImage (1 D) command or gITexImage (2D) 
command, thus, Saunders is similar to the other four references since a texture is 
retrieved from a memory and used to texture an image and Saunders provides a use for 
the parameter that defines the dimension of the texture map. Additionally, the "reducing 
the command bandwidth required to use a texture" argument is not persuasive because 
this limitation is not present in the claims and is not present in the specification.
